Report: Al-Qaeda says it 
has killed French Sahara 
hostage 


PARIS, France (AFP) - An Al- 
Qaeda-linked gang in the Sa¬ 
hara desert said yesterday that 
it had killed a 78-year-old 
French hostage in revenge for 
the killing of six comrades in a 
failed Mauritanian-French res¬ 
cue raid. 

French authorities said they 
were trying to verify the claim, 
made by the head of Al-Qaeda 
in the Islamic Maghreb 
(AQIM) in an audio statement 
broadcast by Al-Jazeera. 

"We announce that we exe¬ 
cuted the French hostage 
Michel Germaneau on Satur¬ 
day July 24, 2010, to avenge 
the killing of our six brothers 
in the cowardly French raid,” 


on Thursday, AQIM chief Abu 
Musab Abdul Wadud said. 

"French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy failed to free his com¬ 
patriot in this operation but he 
has, without any doubt, opened 
for his people and for his coun¬ 
try one of the gates of hell," 
Wadud warned. "In a rapid and 
just response to the ignoble ac¬ 
tions of France, we announce 
that we have executed the 
French hostage." 

In Paris, the French presi¬ 
dency said it had received "no 
confirmation" of the killing of 
Germaneau, who was kid¬ 
napped in Niger on April 19, 
adding that it was trying to ve¬ 
rify the claim

CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez abruptly cancelled a 
trip to Cuba yesterday, citing 
the danger of "armed aggres¬ 
sion" by Colombia, and warned 
the United States to stay out of 
the crisis. 

Announcing the decision at 
a political event, Chavez said he 
had intelligence that "the possi¬ 
bility of an armed aggression 


against Venezuelan territory 
from Colombia" was higher 
than it has been "in 100 years." 

"Everything points to the 
Colombian government, and 
even more so to the United 
States — there you have the 
guilty one, there you have the 
great instigator," added Cha¬ 
vez, who is highly critical of a 
US-Colombian military base 
deal struck last year.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - China's direct invest¬ 
ment in Brazil has soared this 
year to a projected 12 billion 
dollars, catapulting it to the 
top of the South American 
giant's foreign investment 
heap, Globo news reported 
yesterday. 

The flood of investments 
marks a major departure for 
China which pumped only 82 
million dollars into Brazil in 
2009 and 213 million dollars 
between 2001 and 2009, 
Globo's G1 website said, cit¬ 
ing Central Bank figures. 

The projected 12 billion 
dollars in Chinese direct in¬ 
vestments in 2010 is more 
than double that of last year's 
leader, the Netherlands, 


whose investments in Brazil 
totalled five billion dollars in 
2009. 

Analysts attributed the 
surge from China to the im¬ 
pact of the global financial 
crisis on the United States 
and Europe. 

"After China suffered 
from the contraction of the 
US and European markets, 
there was Latin America, 
which had not been explored 
much because of the distance 
and cultural differences," said 
Paul Liu, head of the Brazil- 
China Chamber for Eco¬ 
nomic Development. 

"Since Brazil came 
through the crisis relatively 
well, it ended up being a tar¬ 
get of the Chinese," he said.

Far-right leader Wilders 
could join next Dutch 
government

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Far-right populist 
Geert Wilders emerged on 
Saturday as a possible mem¬ 
ber of the next Dutch govern¬ 
ment after the Christian 
Democrats agreed to infor¬ 
mal talks with him. 

The neoliberal VVD party 
emerged from the inconclu¬ 
sive June 9 elections with the 
most seats, but has so far 
been unable to forge a coali¬ 
tion that could command a 
majority in the 150-seat 
lower house of Parliament. 

The party held two weeks 
of closed-door talks with the 


leaders of the Labour Party, 
the Green Left and the cen¬ 
trist D66, but they fell apart 
last Tuesday. 

Christian Democrat leader 
Maxime Verhagen an¬ 
nounced on Saturday that his 
party is now prepared for in¬ 
formal talks with the VVD 
and Mr Wilders' Freedom 
Party, which has 24 seats in 
the 150-member lower house 
of parliament. 

But Mr Verhagen stressed 
that any administration 
formed with his party's sup¬ 
port would not countenance 
Freedom Party policies such 
as the introduction of a 
"head-rag tax" on Muslim 
headscarves and the compul¬ 
sory registration of citizens 
according to their ethnic 
background. 

Mr Wilders said he hoped 
the sides "can sit at the table 
as soon as possible." 

If the three parties go on to 
form a new government, it 
would control just 76 of the 
150 seats in parliament and 
have no majority in the upper 
house, or senate.

French nuns on the run to 


escape retirement home 


PARIS, France - Two French 
nuns in their eighties are on the 
run after refusing to accept an 
order by a superior to put them 
into a retirement home for sis¬ 
ters. 

The octogenarians had 
been teaching in a school in 
south-east France for about 30 
years when they were told at 
the start of July they would be 
uprooted almost 400 kilome¬ 
ters away and placed in an old 
people's home. 

A third nun, who had also 
planned to disobey an order for 
the first time in her life, is re¬ 
covering in hospital after 
breaking her hip. 

"At that age you don't 
move people about. It kills 
them," said the nephew of 89- 
year-old sister Maurice-Marie, 
who is in hospital and who was 
decorated with France's high¬ 
est honor in 2009 for her dedi¬ 
cation to education and acts of 


charity. 

The two nuns took flight on 
learning of their fate, refusing 
to leave their home since 1964. 

The two are in hiding in a 
apartment lent to them by a 
Christian charity, the owner of 
the flat told the newspaper. 

Odile Gaillard, mother su¬ 
perior at the Saint Joseph con¬ 
gregation, said at the end of 
last week that one of the nuns 
was extremely disabled and 
the congregation's council had 
made an informed decision 
after visiting the nuns. 

The fate of the nuns is now 
likely to be decided by a reli¬ 
gious court after all sides hired 
lawyers specializing in cano¬ 
nical law. 

They belong to a religious 
order and not a cult," a person 
close to the nuns told the news¬ 
paper. "So, they don't need to 
obey groundless and unfair or¬ 
ders."

I just returned from almost a 
month in Holland visiting my 
sister.

NOVOZAVIDOVO, Russia - 
People in this Russian town 
used to stare at Jean Gregoire 
Sagbo because they had never 
seen a black man. Now they 
say they see in him something 
equally rare — an honest 
politician. 

Sagbo last month became 
the first black to be elected to 
office in Russia. 

In a country where racism 
is entrenched and often vio¬ 
lent, Sagbo’s election as one of 
Novozavidovo’s 10 municipal 
councilors is a milestone. But 
among the town’s 10,000 peo¬ 
ple, the 48-year-old from the 
West African country of Benin 
is viewed simply a Russian 


who cares about his home¬ 
town. 

He promises to revive the 
impoverished, garbage-strewn 
town where he has lived for 21 
years and raised a family. His 
plans include reducing ram¬ 
pant drug addiction, cleaning 
up a polluted lake and deliver¬ 
ing heating to homes. 

"Novozavidovo is dying," 
Sagbo said in an interview in 
the ramshackle municipal 
building. "This is my home, 
my town. We can't live like 
this." 

"His skin is black but he is 


Russian inside," said Vyach¬ 
eslav Arakelov, the mayor. 
"The way he cares about this 
place, only a Russian can care." 

Inspired by communist ide¬ 
ology, Sagbo came to Soviet 
Russia in 1982 to study eco¬ 
nomics in Moscow. There he 
met his wife, a Novozavidovo 
native. He moved to the town 
about 100 kilometers (65 
miles) north of Moscow in 
1989 to be close to his in-laws. 

Today he is a father of two, 
and negotiates real estate sales 
for a Moscow conglomerate. 
His council job is unpaid.

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India’s Government unveils $35 Tablet Prototype 


Thanks in large part to the 
success of Apple's iPad, 
tablets are, for the first time 
in their long history, well on 
their way to becoming a 
mainstream electronic de¬ 
vice. With prices starting at 
$499, however, Apple's de¬ 
vice is still too expensive for 
many to seriously consider its 
potential as a secondary com¬ 
puter. A new prototype from 
the Indian government, how¬ 
ever, may slice the price of 
tablets down to a fraction of 
that. 

The government has an¬ 
nounced plans to create an 


The world is almost out of IP 
addresses—or at least it's al¬ 
most out of the IPv4 ad¬ 
dresses that IT admins and 
users are most familiar with. 
Fortunately, IPv6 has been 
developed to exponentially 
expand the pool of available 
IP addresses while also pro¬ 
viding a few other benefits. 

To address issues with the 
current IP protocol in use 
(IPv4), and to add features to 
improve the protocol for the 
future, the Internet Engineer¬ 
ing Task Force (IETF) has in¬ 
troduced IPv6 (Internet 
Protocol version 6). Let's 
look at a few ways that IPv6 
will come to the rescue and 
save the Internet. 

1. More Addresses. IPv6 
uses 128-bit addresses rather 
than the current 32-bit ad¬ 
dresses allowing for an expo¬ 
nential increase in the 
number of available IP ad¬ 
dresses. Network routing ex¬ 
perts have been aware of the 
limitations of IPv4 address¬ 
ing since the 1980's—before 
most of the world even knew 
the Internet existed, and be¬ 
fore the Web became ubiqui¬ 
tous. 

With 32-bits, IPv4 only al¬ 
lows for approximately 4.3 
billion IP addresses. Since 
every Web-connected device- 


educational tablet priced at

The government is at¬ 
tempting to push the device's 
price down to a fraction of 
that, with an ultimate goal of 
a $10 tablet.

-server, desktop, notebook, 
smartphone, tablet PC, and 
more—must have an IP ad¬ 
dress, and since the Web has 
exploded in countries like 
China and India, the world is 
rapidly approaching the end of 
the available IPv4 addresses. 

With 128-bits to use for 
creating unique addresses, 
IPv6 is capable of an insane 
number of IP addresses far 
exceeding the demands of 
today's Internet and Web con¬ 
nected devices. Rather than 
4.3 billion address limitation 
of IPv4, IPv6 has enough ad¬ 
dresses that every single per¬ 
son on the planet could have 
billions upon billions as¬ 
signed to them personally. 

2. Backwards Compatible. 
IPv6 is backwards compati¬ 
ble with IPv4 so that different 
networks or hardware manu¬ 
facturers can choose to up¬ 
grade at different times 
without disrupting the current 
flow of data on the Internet. 
Given the world's depend¬ 
ence on the Internet and Web 
for news, commerce, public 
safety, national security, and 
more this is an important fea¬ 
ture of IPv6. 

Eventually, all IPv4 equip¬ 
ment will be replaced by at¬ 
trition and IPv6 will be the 
only address protocol in use. 


cheaper rates than this," 
Kapil Sibal, the minister of 
the country's HRD educa¬ 
tional department told The 
Business Standard. 

In other words, there has¬ 
n't been a manufacturer that's 
been named for this device, 
just a prototype and a tenta¬ 
tive business plan.

But, that could take decades, 
so backwards compatibility 
will be crucial for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

3. Better Security. IPv6 
was designed with encryption 
and authentication in mind. 
IPsec is an optional security 
component of IPv4, but in 
IPv6 it is mandatory. With 
IPsec each individual data 
packet is encrypted and au¬ 
thenticated, making many of 
the malicious attacks plagu¬ 
ing the Internet today impos¬ 
sible—or at least substantially 
more difficult. 

4. Better Performance. 
Changes have been made to 
the way IP packets and head¬ 
ers are formed, and to the 
way IPv6 routers process the 
packets to improve perform¬ 
ance-resulting in fewer 
missed or dropped packets, 
and more reliable and effi¬ 
cient connections. With more 
people and devices sharing 
the Internet, and higher de¬ 
mands for VoIP (voice over 
IP) and video streaming, per¬ 
formance will be more criti¬ 
cal than ever. 

It has been coming for 
more than two decades, but 
the IPv4 address crunch is 
beginning to get very real. 
Expect to see a spike in IPv6 
adoption in the near future.

Study reveals how Cranberry Juice conquers 
E. Coli 



Anyone who’s had a urinary 
tract infection has probably 
heard of the centuries-old 
home remedy of swigging 
cranberry juice. 

The knowledge that cran¬ 
berries fight the bacteria 
causing these infections 
comes in handy, especially as 
the overuse of prescription 
antibiotics forces new strains 
of drug-resistant bacteria to 
evolve. 

Although scientists are 
still not exactly sure how the 
fruit juice functions as a nat¬ 
ural antibiotic, a new study 
has provided a bit more in¬ 
sight. A group of researchers 
at the Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute, in Worcester, Mass., 
investigated the nanoscale 
battle between cranberry 
juice and the infection-caus¬ 
ing bacteria. 

How infections take hold 

The bacteria responsible 
for more than 95 percent of 
urinary tract infections are a 
pathogenic strain of the same 
E. coli bacteria found in the 
lower intestine. The problem¬ 
atic strain of E. coli carries on 
its surface tiny arm-like ap¬ 
pendages called fimbriae that 


anchor the bacteria to the sur¬ 
faces of urinary tract cells. 

If not for these fimbriae, 
the flow of urine would sim¬ 
ply wash the bacteria away. 
But once they're securely 
latched onto the urinary tract 
walls, they quickly start re¬ 
producing. 

"Bacterial cells can double 
within the hour," said Terri 
Camesano, a chemical engi¬ 
neering professor and lead 
author of the study. "It only 
takes a few to eventually 
cause an infection." 

The medicinal characteris¬ 
tics of cranberries have been 


recorded as early as 1620. 
After a 1923 clinical study, 
scientists incorrectly thought 
that the tart, sour cranberry 
juice increased the& acidity 
of urine, creating an environ¬ 
ment in which bacteria could¬ 
n't survive. 

It wasn't until the 1980s 
that researchers realized the 
cranberry-induced acidity 
wasn't strong enough to kill 
the E. coli, Camesano said. 

Camesano's work shows 
that cranberry juice blocks 
the E. coli fimbriae from 
grabbing onto urinary tract 
cells. Cranberries contain 


large amounts of a chemical 
called proanthocyanidin, or 
PAC. PAC functions almost 
like a shield - it forces the 
fimbriae to crumple so they 
can't attach to surface of the 
cells in the urinary tract. 

To test the strength of the 
cranberry juice "shield," 
Camesano and a team of re¬ 
searchers used a tiny probe 
on the tip of an atomic force 
microscope, which has the 
ability to sense the smallest 
of interactions between cells. 
They measured the strength 
of the bond between the in¬ 
fection-causing bacteria and 
urinary tract cells in the pres¬ 
ence of different concentra¬ 
tions of commercially bought 
cranberry juice cocktail. 

The microscope's meas¬ 
urements showed that as the 
concentration of cranberry 
juice cocktail increased, the 
force holding a single bac¬ 
terium to a urinary tract cell 
decreased. The researchers 
concluded that the more cran¬ 
berry juice cocktail present, 
the less ability the E. coli had 
to grab onto the cell with its 
fimbriae. 

Unanswered questions 


But cranberry juice PACs 
can't really force the E. coli 
fimbriae to crumple when 
they've already attached to 
the urinary tract cell, Came¬ 
sano said. 

"Cranberry juice seems 
more effective at preventing 
future bacterial infections 
than treating an existing one," 
she said. The study was pub¬ 
lished online on June 21 in 
the journal Molecular Nutri¬ 
tion & Food Research. 

The team is now looking 
into how cranberry juice af¬ 
fects antibiotic-resistant 
strains of urinary infection- 
causing E. coli. 

"We've seen the same anti¬ 
adhesive effect happen with 
drug-resistant bacteria," 
Camesano said. Even if pre¬ 
scription antibiotics couldn't 
kill the bacteria, she ex¬ 
plained, PACs would still 
prevent the fimbriae from at¬ 
taching to the urinary tract 
cell. 

So for someone prone to 
urinary tract infections, a few 
swigs of cranberry juice 
cocktail every once in a while 
might save a painful trip to 
the pharmacy later on.

Where's the beef? 


Not at the Commonwealth Games 


NEW DELHI, India - Beef 
will not be served at any of 
the catering outlets during 
the Commonwealth Games 
in New Delhi in October, 
organisers have confirmed. 

The cow is worshipped in 
India and a majority of Hin¬ 
dus do not eat beef. The 
slaughter of cattle is also 
banned in several states. 

"We made this decision 
some weeks ago and have 
informed our catering con¬ 
tractors accordingly," organ¬ 
ising committee chairman 


Suresh Kalmadi said in a 
statement on the official 
web site (www. c wgdelhi 
2010.org). 

"We are issuing this clari¬ 
fication since there seems to 
be a perception that cow 
meat would be served during 
the Games. I hope this will 
clear any remaining doubts." 

India's main opposition 
party, the Hindu-nationalist 
Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP), sent a letter to organ¬ 
isers in January calling for a 
beef ban for the October 3- 


14 event. 

The Indian capital is 
preparing to host more than 
100,000 foreign visitors for 
the Games, which are seen 
as an opportunity to show off 
New Delhi as a major global 
destination. 

Respecting local dietary 
traditions at major sporting 
events is not unusual. For 
example, visitors to Qatar 
for the 2007 Asian Games 
were banned from bringing 
pork products into the Mus¬ 
lim emirate.

These small, relatively in¬ 
expensive ads give the new 
business an opportunity to ad¬ 
vertise their product or service 
without losing their shirt if the 
ad doesn’t pull or if customers 
don’t beat a path to their place 
of business, with demands for 
the product or service. 

Classified ads are written 
using the AIDA formula. 

The message of a classified 
ad should be the same as that 
of a larger display ad, but in a 
condensed form. 

Generally, however, classi¬ 
fieds should only be used to 
create a lead or a prospect. 

It is very difficult to tell 
your whole story is such a 
small space. 

A suggestion on how you 


can learn to write good classi¬ 
fied ads is to clip ten examples 
from ten different mail order 
publications. 

Select ads that you think are 
very good. 

Analyze each of these ads 
and ask yourself the following 
questions. 

1. How has the writer at¬ 
tracted your attention? 

2. What about the ad 
that keeps your interest? 

3. Are you motivated to 
want to know more about the 
product or service? 

4. What is the desired 
action? 

5. Are all of the AIDA 
points covered in the ad? 

6. How strongly are you 
“sold” by each of the ads? 

Now rate the ads on a scale 
of 1 to 10, with 10 being the 
best according to the AIDA 
formula. 

In fact, every ad you read 
from now on, quickly analyze 
and rate it somewhere on your 
scale. 

If you practice this exercise 
on a regular basis, you’ll soon 
be able to quickly recognize 
the “Power Points” of any ad 
you see, and you’ll know 
whether an ad is good or a total 
waste of the businesses’ 
money. 

This will give you a feel for 
the fundamentals and style 
necessary in writing classified 
ads. 

I bet you know what’s com¬ 
ing next. 

That’s right. Break out 
those pencils and paper, and 
start rewriting these ads to in¬ 
clude the missing elements. 
Each day for the next month, 
practice rewriting those ads 
until they do the job for which 
they were intended. 


Once you’re satisfied that 
the ads you’ve rewritten are 
perfect, go back to each one 
and cross out the words that 
can be eliminated without de¬ 
tracting from the ad. 

Believe it or not, classified 
ads are very similar to 
telegrams. 

For example: 

Original Ad. “Save on your 
food bills. Reduced prices on 
every shelf item in the store. 
Stock up now while supplies 
are in stock. Come in today. 
Anna’s supermarket.” 

Edited Ad. “Save on Food. 
Everything bargain priced. 
Limited supplies. Hurry. 
Anna’s Supermarket.” 

It takes a lot of practice, but 
you can do it. 

Simply recognize and un¬ 
derstand the basic formula, 
practice reading and writing 
the good ones, and rewrite the 
bad ones, untilthe formula, the 
idea, and the good feeling of 
ad writing becomes second na¬ 
ture to you. 

Trust me. This is the only 
way to gain expertise in writ¬ 
ing good classified ads. 

Well, that’s it for this Tip. 
Next Tip I’ll be going over 
Display Advertisements and 
how to use the AIDA formula. 

Till then, keep well and 
healthy.

US* Geithner rejects fears of double dip recession 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner dismissed fears of a 
double dip recession in an in¬ 
terview aired yesterday, but 
warned of a slow US recovery 
with the economy only gradu¬ 
ally gaining strength. 

Geithner was asked whether 
he thought the economy would 
dip back into recession before 
things got better. 

"No, I don’t,” he answered. 
”1 think the most likely thing 
is, you see an economy that 
gradually strengthens — over 
the next year or two. You see 
job growth start to come back 
again,” Geithner said. 

"Again, investments ex¬ 
panding, manufacturing get a 
little stronger, exports better. 


Those are very encouraging 
signs.” 

However, he said there is 
still a long way to go and 
Americans are understandably 
cautious about the future. 

Geithner was pressed on 
whether, in light of the poor 
prospects for growth and high 
unemployment, President 
Barack Obama's 787 billion 
dollar Recovery Act had been 
sufficient to lift the economy. 

"There is a lot of stimulus 
still in the pipeline,” he said. 
"And we've got some long¬ 
term fiscal problems, they're 
going to be a challenge for the 
rest of the country. And we're 
going to work to fix those 
problems we inherited, but the 
best way to do that is to make 


sure we're growing, private in¬ 
vestment starts to come back, 
private firms start to hire again. 

The White House has said 
the stimulus has created up to 
3.6 million jobs, but the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve has forecast 
worse-than-expected growth 
and unemployment, currently 
at 9.5 percent, for the rest of 
this crucial congressional elec¬ 
tion year. 

The US government on Fri¬ 
day lowered its 2010 federal 
budget deficit estimate by 84 
billion dollars to 1.471 trillion 
dollars on projected spending 
declines. That would still be a 
record-high deficit amid mas¬ 
sive government spending to 
pull the economy out of the 
worst recession in decades. 


The new deficit estimate 
amounts to 10 percent of gross 
domestic product, down from 
10.6 percent of GDP in previ¬ 
ous estimates for fiscal 2010, 
which ends September 30. 

In addition, Federal Re¬ 
serve chairman Ben Bemanke 
warned US lawmakers on July 
21 that the outlook for the US 
economy was "unusually un¬ 
certain,” saying the central 
bank could step in if the recov¬ 
ery fails. 

Bernanke said the world's 
largest economy would see 
"moderate growth, a gradual 
decline in the unemployment 
rate and subdued inflation over 
the next several years.” 

Compounding fears of a 
painful exit from recession, he 


also warned that private sector 
hiring was growing at an "in¬ 
sufficient” pace. 

Asked about the potential 
impact of the expiration of the 
tax cuts instituted under former 
president George W. Bush, 
Geithner said "the economy 
can withstand that, and I think 
it's good policy.” 

In a separate interview Gei¬ 
thner urged China to allow its 
currency, the yuan, to appreci¬ 
ate compared to the dollar, 
after Beijing announced on 
June 19 that it would make the 
yuan rate more flexible. 

"That's very good for China. 
That's very good for the United 
States,” Geithner said. "What 
matters to us is how fast and 
how far they let it go.”

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Filipina maid inherits millions 
from Singaporean employer 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - A de¬ 
voted Filipina maid inherited 
six million Singapore dollars 
(more than four million US) 
from her late employer after 
more than 20 years of serv¬ 
ice, a newspaper report said 
this week. 

"I am the luckiest maid in 
Singapore, with or without 
the money,” the 47-year-old 
single woman — identified 
only by the pseudonym 
’’Christine” — told the Straits 
Times in an interview. 

The maid refused to be 
named in public for fear of 
possible threats to her life in 
the impoverished Philippines, 
where wealthy people have 
been kidnapped for ransom 
and some killed by their ab¬ 
ductors. 

The windfall, including 
cash and a luxury apartment 
near the Orchard Road shop¬ 
ping belt, came from the es¬ 
tate of her employer Quek 
Kai Miew, a medical doctor 
and philanthropist who died 
last year at 66. 

The maid had also taken 
care of the doctor's late 
mother, and was told that she 
would be a beneficiary of her 
employer's will when it was 
drawn up in 2008. 

"There were no secrets be¬ 


tween us. I was not surprised 
at all when she told me how 
much I was going to get,” the 
maid recalled. 

’’Christine” was devas¬ 
tated when Quek died a year 
ago, as the two were insepa¬ 
rable, and temporarily moved 
in with the doctor's nephew 
for solace. 

"It was heartbreaking for 
me as I saw more years with 
Doctor Quek than with my 
own mother. I would break 
down every time I thought 
about her. I could not be by 
myself,” she said. 

”1 was always beside her. 
Wherever she went, I was 
with her.” 

The maid, who is now ap¬ 
plying for permanent resi¬ 
dency in Singapore, said her 
newfound wealth had not 
changed her lifestyle. 

"I do not really think much 
about the money I got. I just 
live my life as I did before, 
and not as a rich person,” the 
maid, dressed simply in a 
blouse and slacks with short- 
cropped hair, was quoted as 
saying. 

"I am still who I was be¬ 
fore. I cannot behave differ¬ 
ently because I have money 
now. Even my Filipino maid 
friends here still treat me the 
same.” 


Bat boxes wage war on mosquitoes 
in Poland 


WARSAW (AFP) - Instead of 
using insecticides, a village 
in Poland has bet on ”bat 
boxes” to attract the insect¬ 
consuming flying mammals 
in a bid to wage war on 
swarms of mosquitoes driv¬ 
ing local residents batty. 

Authorities in the southern 
Polish village of Felow have 
distributed about 50 wooden 
”bat boxes” to residents for 
the symbolic fee of five zlo¬ 
tys (1.21 euros, 1.5 dollars) 
each, village head Jerzy 
Szydlowski told AFP. 

’’The small species of bats 


can sleep there and at the 
same time eat mosquitoes. 
One small bat is able to eat 
even 2,000 mosquitoes per 
day,” Szydlowski explained. 

The mosquito population 
in many areas of Poland 
soared in the wake of major 
flooding which devastated 
the country in May and June. 

Szydlowski, himself a na¬ 
ture-lover, hopes that this 
ecological method of insect- 
control will allow to the vil¬ 
lage to avoid resorting to 
chemical products to fight 
hoards of mosquitoes.

Cloistered French nuns sign 
record deal

FONDON (AFP) - A closed 
order of French nuns have 
signed an album deal with 
Universal Music, the record 
label announced yesterday, 
after a worldwide search to 
find the best female singers 


of Gregorian Chant. 

The Benedictine sisters 
cannot leave their abbey near 
Avignon, in the south of 
France, and visitors are rarely 
allowed in, but the ancient 
chants they sing eight times a 


day will be available for 
everyone to hear from No¬ 
vember. 

”We never sought this, it 
came looking for us,” said 
Placide Devillers, the Rev¬ 
erend Mother Abbess of the 
Abbaye de Notre-Dame de 
l’Annonciation, in a statement 
released by Universal Music. 

”At first we were worried 
it would affect our cloistered 
life, so we asked Saint Joseph 
in prayer. Our prayers were 
answered, and we thought 
that this album would be a 
good thing if it touches peo¬ 
ple's lives and helps them 
find peace.” 

To protect their vow of 
isolation, recording engineers 
were only allowed into the 
convent when the nuns were 
in a different part of the 
building. 

They set up microphones 
in the chapel, then retreated 
to a separate room when the 
sisters sang, directing the 
recording remotely. 

To promote the album, the 
nuns will film their own tele¬ 
vision commercial and pho¬ 
tograph the album cover, said 
a spokesman for the label, 
whose vast roster of artists in¬ 
clude Fady Gaga. 

The nuns were chosen 
after a search by the record 
label of more than 70 con¬ 
vents worldwide, sparked by 
the success of a 2008 album 
by the Cistercian Monks of 
Stift Heiligenkreuz in Aus¬ 
tria.

Langer edges Pavin to 
clinch Senior Open 


CARNOUSTIE (AFP) - Ger¬ 
many's Bernhard Langer won 
the Senior Open on Sunday 
with a one-shot victory over 
American Ryder Cup captain 
Corey Pavin. 

The German carded a 
closing round of 72 for a five 
under par total, one better 
than Pavin, who finished his 
first Senior Major with a 
round of 70. 

Langer, twice a Masters 
champion at Augusta, has 
now finished in the top 10 in 
seven of his 12 Senior Ma¬ 
jors. 

"This ranks very high," 
said Langer. "Obviously it 
was pretty close to my two 
US Masters championships 
and some of The Ryder Cup 
stuff I won - it's a thrill to fi¬ 
nally hold this trophy. 

"Corey played very well 
all day, he's a beautiful ball 
striker and bends the ball 
both directions and he has a 
great short game. I knew he 
wouldn't go away. 

"You still get nervous, and 
especially a Championship 
that means something to you. 
As you know, I've always 
wanted to win The Open 
Championship and this is the 
next best thing. 

"I probably will not win 
The Open Championship, but 
I'm very pleased to win The 
Senior Open Championship 
on a great golf course like 
this." 

Langer started the day 
three clear of his playing 
partner, but in a topsy-turvy 


final day, the title was de¬ 
cided at the death when Pavin 
was two shots behind. 

Langer drove right but his 
ball stopped short of the 
water, although he could only 
fire his second to the fairway 
130 yards short of the green. 

Pavin found the fairway 
off the tee, but left his ap¬ 
proach just short of the green 
and when Langer pitched his 
third to 12 feet, Pavin needed 
to hole his lengthy birdie putt 
from off the green to stand 
any realistic chance of a play¬ 
off but it came up five feet 
short. 

"It's tough when you al¬ 
most win," admitted the 
American. "It's almost harder 
when you just finish second 
and not win - it's disappoint¬ 
ing." 

Australia's Peter Senior 
carded a final round 68 to fin¬ 
ish in a tie for third on one 
under, alongside American 
trio Fred Funk, Jay Don 
Blake and Russ Cochran. 


EVIAN-LES-BAINS (AFP) 
- Shin Jiyai became the first 
South Korean to win the 
Evian Masters on Sunday, a 
victory made more remark¬ 
able coming just six weeks 
after she underwent emer¬ 
gency surgery. 

She secured her victory 
with a nine-foot putt at the 
last hole to give her a one- 
shot edge over Morgan Pres- 
sel, Choi Na Yeon and 
15-year-old American Alexis 
Thompson. 

With a 67 for a 14 under 
par, 22-year-old Shin, the 
2008 Women's British Open 
Champion, claimed a 
340,000 euros prize and her 
31st career title worldwide. 

America's Pressel, the 
third round leader, closed 
with a 70, South Korean Choi 
birdied four in a row from the 
14th for a closing 66, while 
Thompson birdied the 18th 
from 12 feet for a 67. 

For Shin, the victory came 
just six weeks after she un¬ 
derwent emergency surgery 
to remove her appendix. 

"I can't believe it," she 
said. "I was so nervous at the 
last two holes. I felt ready to 
play again (after the opera¬ 


tion) two weeks ago, and this 
proves I am also able to win 
again. 

For Thompson - who lives 
in Florida and wants to be 
known as Lexi - it was just a 
third professional event. 

She finished tenth in the 
US Women's Open two 
weeks ago and on Sunday she 
collected a handsome cheque 
of over 120,000 euros. 

A birdie machine and with 
her father, Scott, on the bag, 
Thompson emulated another 
teenage sensation, Michelle 
Wie, who finished second at 
Evian as a 15-year-old in 
2005. 

She came into the tourna¬ 
ment hoping to make the top 
ten. 

"It's been a great week," 
she said. ”1 loved being here 
and today was just amazing." 

Showing her amazing 
spirit and determination, she 
made seven birdies in the 
glorious final day conditions 
and bounced back from a 
bogey at the 16th with birdies 
at the final two holes. 

She holed from six feet at 
the 17th before making the 
longer one at the 72nd hole. 


Mano Menezes named as new Brazil coach 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Mano 
Menezes was on Saturday 
named as Brazil's new coach, 
succeeding Dunga, who was 
axed after the team were 
knocked out of the World 
Cup at the quarter-final stage. 

The Brazilian Football 
Confederation (CBF) had 
said earlier on Saturday that 
they had offered Corinthians 
coach Menezes the chance to 
lead Brazil to the 2014 World 
Cup, which is being played

Menezes moved into the 
frame on Friday after Flumi- 
nense refused to release top 
choice Muricy Ramalho from 
his contract which runs until 
December. 

"We have 30, 40, 50 great 
coaches in Brazil. If I am the 
number two, that's fine with 
me," said Menezes. 

Menezes coached Gremio 
from 2005 to 2007. 

In his last year with the 
club, he took Gremio to the 
final of the Copa Liberta- 
dores where they were de¬ 


feated by Argentina's Boca 
Juniors. 

With Corinthians, who he 
also led from the second divi¬ 
sion, he won the Brazilian 
Cup in 2009. 

Amongst Menezes's first 
missions will be the Copa 
America in Argentina in 2011 
and the London Olympics in 
2012 . 

Dunga was sacked after 
five-times champions Brazil 
were knocked out of the 
World Cup in South Africa in 
the quarter-finals by the 
Netherlands. 

The other candidate was 
understood to be former 
coach Luiz Felipe Scolari, 
who lef Brazil to the 2002 
World Cup title. 

But Scolari, who has also 
coached Portugal and 
Chelsea, ruled himself out 
saying he intended to honour 
his contract with Palmeiras 
which runs until 2012.

Sweden’s Johnson wins 
Scandinavian Masters 



STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) - Sweden's Richard S 
Johnson won the Scandina¬ 
vian Masters on Sunday with 
a one-shot triumph over Ar¬ 
gentina's Rafa Echenique. 

Johnson sealed victory 
with a 30-foot birdie putt on 
the final hole as he closed 
with a 71 for an 11 -under-par 
total of 277. 

It was his second Euro¬ 
pean Tour title, eight years 
after his first, and it was 
achieved without his regular 
caddie, Lance Ten Broeck, 
who missed the event in 


favour of playing in the Sen¬ 
ior Open in Carnoustie. 

Italy's Edoardo Molinari, 
winner of the Scottish Open, 
birdied the last for a 69 to be 
third on nine under, while 
British Open winner Louis 
Oosthuizen finished joint 
fourth. 

Johnson, only the second 
home winner of the Scandi¬ 
navian Masters, said: "It's one 
of the sweetest things I've 
ever done. Just to come up 
the 17th and 18th is magical. 

"This is a huge tournament 
to win for a Swede and I'm 
speechless right now. It's epic." 

Oosthuizen, who shot a 
final round 73, commented: 
"I didn't play well. I didn't 
drive well and it put every¬ 
thing under pressure. 

"I had to push it at the end, 
but Richard played bril¬ 
liantly. I’m a bit disappointed, 
but after last week I was hop¬ 
ing to make the cut and I fin¬ 
ished fourth, so I'm happy." 

Oosthuizen is now head¬ 
ing home to South Africa for 
a delayed party to celebrate 
his British Open triumph. 


Ordonez, Guillen injuries 
leave Tigers toothless

DETROIT, Michigan (AFP) - 
Magglio Ordonez and Carlos 
Guillen were placed on 
Major League Baseball's 15- 
day disabled list on Sunday 
by the Detroit Tigers, who 
have lost one-third of their 
starting lineup in six days. 


Outfielder Ordonez broke 
his right ankle sliding into 
home plate in the third inning 
of a 3-2 loss to Toronto while 
second baseman Guillen suf¬ 
fered a strained right calf in 
the fifth inning. 

Last Monday, the Tigers 
lost third baseman Brandon 
Inge to a broken bone in his 
left hand when he was hit by 
a pitch, an injury expected to 
sideline him from six to eight 
weeks. 

The setbacks come with 
the Tigers in third place in the 
American League Central di¬ 
vision, only 2 1/2 games be¬ 
hind the pace-setting Chicago 
White Sox. 


Dawson, Herzog, Harvey 
inducted into Hall

'Hawk,' 'Rat,' 'Lord'join 
all-time greats in Cooper- 
stown 

COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. - 
The Hawk, the Rat and the 
Lord all took their place in 
the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame yesterday under cloudy 
and threatening skies behind 
the Clark Sports Center. 

Andre Dawson, Whitey 
Herzog and Doug Harvey 
were this year's inductees, 
raising the total of plaques in 
the Hall of Fame to 293. 
Forty-seven previously elec¬ 
ted members were in atten¬ 
dance for the 68th Hall of 
Fame weekend. 

"The Hawk," this year's 
sole player elected by the 
Baseball Writers' Association 
of America, went into the hal¬ 
lowed Hall wearing the tri¬ 
colored logo of the Montreal 
Expos. Herzog was a man¬ 
ager of four teams, and Har¬ 
vey was a long-time National 
League umpire. That duo was 
elected last year by separate 
veterans committees. 

Herzog sports a Cardinals 
cap on his plaque, represent¬ 
ing his 10 years managing in 
St. Louis, where his club won 
the 1982 World Series and 
National League pennants in 
'85 and '87. 

Dawson, an outfielder 
with power who played most 
of his career on injured and 
fragile knees, made it on his 


ninth try, earning 77.9 per¬ 
cent of the vote, as revealed 
in January. His name was in¬ 
cluded on 420 of the 539 bal¬ 
lots. Last year, when Rickey 
Henderson and Jim Rice 
went in, Dawson missed the 
cut with 67 percent of the 
vote. Seventy-five percent is 
required for election. 

Dawson wanted to have 
the Cubs insignia on his Hall 
of Fame plaque, but was over¬ 
ruled by the officials from the 
Hall, who made him the sec¬ 
ond player behind catcher 
Gary Carter to go in as an 
Expo after he was elected by 
the BBWAAin 2003. 

Dawson, who was nick¬ 
named "Hawk" as a 9-year- 
old, had 438 homers and 
1,591 RBIs, but was never a 
member of a team that went 
to the World Series. He only 
appeared in the playoffs 
twice: for the Expos squad 
that lost the 1981 National 
League Championship Series 
to the Dodgers in five games, 
and the 1989 Cubs, who lost 
the NLCS to the Giants in 
five games. 

Bom and raised in Miami, 
Dawson finished his career 
with the Marlins in 1996, but 
he missed their first World 
Series championship by a 
year. Dawson is currently an 
executive assistant in the 
Florida organization. 

Herzog, 78, was nick¬ 


named "the Rat" as a Minor 
Leaguer. He was best known 
for his managerial stints with 
the Royals in the 1970s and 
the Cardinals in the '80s. His 
Royals lost to the Yankees 
three years mnning in the 
American League Champi¬ 
onship Series (1976-78), and 
his Cardinals defeated the 
Brewers in a seven-game 
1982 World Series. 

He resigned for good mid¬ 
way through the 1990 season, 
saying that he could no 
longer manage the modern 
player. His overall manage¬ 
rial record was 1,281-1,125, 
a .532 winning percentage. 

Herzog joined four other 
stellar managers from his era 
in the Hall: Earl Weaver, 
Sparky Anderson, Tommy 
Lasorda and Dick Williams. 
Williams was the most re¬ 
cently inducted, in 2008. 

Harvey, nicknamed "God" 
by the late baseball writer and 
historian Jerome Holtzman, 
umpired 4,673 games Harvey 
in 31 years in the big leagues, 
18 as a crew chief, from 
1962-92, including numerous 
playoff, World Series and 
All-Star games. 

Harvey was the first um¬ 
pire in 11 years to be in¬ 
ducted and the first living 
umpire in 21 years to make 
the leap into baseball's most 
cherished shrine.

Spain’s Contador wins third Tour de 
France crown 



PARIS, France (AFP) 

- Spain's Alberto Con¬ 
tador secured a third 
Tour de France yellow 
jersey Sunday after 
the 20th and final 
stage to the Champs 
Elysees won by Briton 
Mark Cavendish. 

Cavendish pow¬ 
ered to the finish line 
alone for the second 
consecutive year to 
claim his fifth stage 
success of this year's 
race and 15th of his 
career. 

Italian Alessandro 
Petacchi, the winner 
of two stages, finished 
second on the stage to 
secure the green jer¬ 
sey for the race's 
points competition 
while France's An¬ 
thony Charteau won 
the best climber's 
polka dot jersey. 

Seven-time cham¬ 
pion Lance Armstrong, who 
finished almost 40minutes 
adrift, managed to step up to 
the podium on what was his 
final appearance after his Ra¬ 
dio Shack team won the 
teams' classification. 

Contador, the winner in 
2007 and 2009, pulled on his 
third yellow jersey after leav¬ 


ing Luxemburger Andy 
Schleck in second at 39sec 
and as runner-up for the sec¬ 
ond year in a row. 

"I had some tough mo¬ 
ments on this year's race, as 
much from a mental as phys¬ 
ical point of view," said Con¬ 
tador, who has now won five 
Grand Tours after his Tour of 


Spain and Tour of 
Italy wins in 2008. 

"I think that man¬ 
aging to cope during 
those days was the 
reason I won the 
Tour. I suffered a lot 
to get this result. 
Words don't explain 
what it means to 
me." 

Saxo Bank climb¬ 
ing specialist 

Schleck also won the 
race's white jersey 
for the best placed 
rider aged 25 or 
under for the third 
successive year, al¬ 
though he has prom¬ 
ised to come back to 
win in 2011. 

"I wanted to win it 
this year, but I'm 
making a rendez¬ 
vous for next year to 
win a jersey of that 
colour," said Schleck 
as he stood and 
pointed at Contador. 

Russian Denis Menchov, 
of Rabobank, filled the third 
podium place having pushed 
Spaniard Samuel Sanchez of 
Euskaltel into fourth after the 
penultimate stage time trial 
on Saturday. 

Menchov, who won the 
2009 Giro d'ltalia, also fin¬ 
ished third in 2008 but only 
after Austrian Bernhard Kohl 
was disqualified for doping. 

Schleck ultimately failed 
to overcome losing the lead 
to Contador on stage 15 when 
the Spaniard counter-attacked 
the Saxo Bank rider moments 
before he suffered a mechan¬ 
ical problem with his gears 
on the stage's final climb. 

Contador finished in Bag- 
neres-de-Luchon with an 
eight-second lead on Schleck, 


and after defending the yel¬ 
low jersey in a dramatic final 
stage of climbing to the 
foggy summit of the Col du 
Tourmalet the Spaniard's win 
was decided by the final time 
trial. 

Schleck briefly took the 
virtual lead early in the 52km 
race against the clock from 
Bordeaux to Pauillac on Sat¬ 
urday, only for Contador to 
finish 31 secs faster. 

It left the 27-year-old Con¬ 
tador with a 39sec winning 
margin, exactly what Schleck 
had lost on stage 15, going 
into Sunday's final stage 
where the yellow jersey is 
traditionally not contested. 


He now joins Belgian 
Philippe Thys (1913, 1914, 
1920), France's Louison 
Bobet (1953 to 1955) and 
American Greg LeMond 
(1986, 1989, 1990) as a 
three-time winner of the epic 
race. 

HTC-Columbia sprinter 
Cavendish, 25, has now 
claimed five stage wins from 
this year's 97th edition, 
adding to the six he won in 
2009 and four in 2008 for a 
remarkable tally of 15. 

"It's one of the most beau¬ 
tiful feelings in the world, 
winning on the Champs Ely¬ 
sees," said Cavendish, who 
comes from the Isle of Man.
